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Cinema hopes build as 
flats set to be refused

COULD the De Niro’s building in New¬ 
market become a boutique cinema and 
soft play centre? 

That is the hope of many after seeing 
a concept from two local residents who 
are floating the idea of a “Doric Centre” 
on the site, named after the former cin¬ 
ema which opened in the same building 
in 1937. 

The De Niro’s building was bought 
by the Murfet Group last year and the 
group applied for planning permission 
to build 36 apartments and office space 
on the site of the former nightclub. 

The Highways department have rec¬ 
ommended refusal of the plans on the 
grounds of inadequate parking provi¬ 
sion. And on Monday evening the plans 
went before Newmarket Town Council 
for the first time. 

Cllr Andrew Appleby said: “I agree 
with Highways. I also feel the proposed 
internal alterations could affect the 
character of the building.” 

Town mayor, Cllr John Berry, said the 
De Niro’s building would be a suitable 
place for the cinema. 

He said: “Our MP is looking to bring 
a cinema to town and my feeling is the 
only building to be convenient for that 
is this one. 

“This is the only building in the town 
centre that is not being used for any¬

thing else.” 

However, the town council were un¬ 
able to recommend an application for 
refusal on the grounds that they did not 
want to change its use. 

They agreed it should be recom¬ 
mended for refusal on the grounds of 
not enough parking and on the basis the 
building is in a conservation area. 

In the meantime, David Rippington 
and David Goodman, who are “New¬ 
market born and bred”, have asked the 
public what they want on the site, and 
have come up with the idea of the Doric 
Centre. 

David Rippington, who runs a New¬ 
market Shop History website and is 
a member of the Newmarket Vision 
group, said: “David and I met up a year 
ago and were talking about a cinema in 
the town and how nice it would be to 
find somewhere for it. 


“At that point, the De Niro’s site was 
not up for sale so we couldn’t do any¬ 
thing. When we found out it was for sale, 
we put it into top gear to do something 
about it. 

“We have had a lot of interest from the 
Newmarket Vision group. At that point 
we had no idea what would be proposed 
on that site. Then we saw they wanted to 
turn it into flats.” 

Mr Goodman and Mr Rippington put 
together a detailed proposal for the Dor¬ 
ic Centre and set up polls for residents. 

Mr Rippington added: “It became 
quite clear that more than 80 per cent 
of the people who responded were ask¬ 
ing for a cinema. We are not suggesting 
a multiplex but what we call a boutique 
cinema.” 

The idea of a cinema has been widely

Repairs needed 
to memorial 


THE Bill Tutte Memorial - 
which was unveiled in Sep¬ 
tember last year - needs 
repairs because of “poor 
workmanship” by contrac¬ 
tors, the memorial group 
have said. 

The area around the me¬ 
morial on Rutland Hill, 
which is the responsibility 
of Suffolk County Council 
Highways, has faults includ¬ 
ing poor flood lighting of the 
steels at night, poor cutting 
of granite kerb stones which 
have led to “unsightly gaps”, 
and a wonky bollard after it 
was hit by a car. 

The work was contract¬ 
ed out to Kier May Group 
(KMG), now the Kier group, 
but the memorial commit¬ 
tee say it is a victim of “poor 
workmanship”. 

In a statement to New¬ 
market town council, Rich¬ 
ard Fletcher, chairman of 
the Bill Tutte Memorial

group, said: “The committee 
has pointed out on numer¬ 
ous occasions that the poor 
workmanship by KMG de¬ 
tracts from the impact of the 
memorial and Harry Gray’s 
piece, which reflects badly 
on the town, district and 
county, and insults those 
who gave so generously to¬ 
wards the project.” 

A number of small items 
have been highlighted by 
the group as needing to be 
fixed. Richard added: “Indi¬ 
vidually these items appear 
trivial but together they give 
an extremely poor impres¬ 
sion of the care and effort 
that went into the prepara¬ 
tion of the ground elements 
of the memorial and disap¬ 
point many visitors and resi¬ 
dents.” 


Richard also said cars now 
park near to the memorial 
where there were previously 
double yellow lines. 

Vehicles are also seen to 
perform “dangerous U-turn 
manoeuvres” adjacent to 
the memorial to avoid join¬ 
ing the one-way system 
down Palace Street. 

Richard said the commit¬ 
tee wanted the street to be¬ 
come one way from the High 
Street junction to “greatly 
improve” pedestrian safety 
and prevent damage to the 
memorial. 

The issues were brought 
to the town council’s com¬ 
munity services committee 
on Monday where coun¬ 
cillors decided they would 
request a report about the 
work that has been done to 
the memorial so far. 

Kier were contacted for 
a comment but no one was 
available yesterday.

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‘For the safety of customers 
the Dyke needs a diversion’

A DECISION to divert a 
footpath during Newmar¬ 
ket Nights concert events at 
the racecourse has been met 
with anger - but the course 
has reiterated their position 
that the diversion is needed 
for the safety of the public. 

The racecourse an¬ 
nounced last week that a 
stretch of the public foot¬ 
path on Devil’s Dyke, which 
is about 100ft high in places, 
would be diverted on the 
evenings of the summer 
concerts for safety reasons. 

The Safety Advisory 
Group, made up of emer¬ 
gency services, local au¬ 
thorities and others, had 
warned of the perceived risk 
which left Amy Starkey, who 
is regional director for the 
racecourse, with no choice 
but to divert the track on the 
evenings, she told the News. 

She said: “The safety of all 
my customers is of priority 
and importance. Whilst this 
was not an easy decision to 
make, when you take into 
account the risk it imposes 
for significant numbers of 
people on the Dyke, it had to 
be done. 

“People must remember 
that there are 20 days of rac¬ 
ing this summer and for 13 
other race days we are not 
redirecting the footpath, 
including the final music 
event of McBusted.” 

The decision was met 
with outrage on social me¬ 
dia, with many saying they 
believed the decision was a 
“commercial” one - because 
it meant people could no

longer listen to the concert 
from the Dyke - and oth¬ 
ers saying the footpath is a 
public right of way and they 
would use it anyway. 

The information was re¬ 
layed to Newmarket Town 
Council on Monday even¬ 
ing. 

Cllr Andrew Appleby said: 
“Newmarket Nights have 
perhaps become a victim 
of their success. The events 
have proved increasingly 
popular not only with the 
public but also with the per¬ 
formers themselves. 

“Should anyone be injured 
while viewing the shows 
from Devil’s Dyke, the ques¬ 
tion that would be asked is 
‘could this risk have reason¬ 
ably been foreseen?’ 

“The answer must be yes. 
A crowd on Devil’s Dyke is a 


hazardous risk.” 

Mayor Cllr fohn Berry 
said he supported the race¬ 
course’s position. 

However, Cllr Chris O’Neill 
said he “couldn’t disagree 
more”. 

“There was talk of the 
Dyke being dark but this is 
two nights before the sum¬ 
mer solstice. 

“If you look at the risk the 
chances of someone dying 
at an event there on level 
ground -1 could not see that 
happening.” 

But Amy said: “The team 
at Newmarket Racecourses 
is committed to ensuring the 
best practice is followed at 
all times to ensure the safety 
of the crowd attending all 
events, and the surround¬ 
ing area, which includes the 
highway, heathland, foot¬ 


paths and private land.” 

The footpath will be rerout¬ 
ed from the top of the Dyke to 
the heath between it and the 
Rowley Mile from 3pm on the 
afternoon of the Newmarket 
Nights until after the concert 
has finished. 



Sunday 
bus on 
year trial 


NEWMARKET is set to be 
included on a new bus route 
between Bury St Edmunds 
and Cambridge on a Sun¬ 
day. 

The service, which will use 
a mini bus and will be run 
by the Voluntary Network in 
Newmarket, is to begin with 
a £1,000 grant from New¬ 
market Town Council. 

The rest of the cash to set 
up the service will come 
from Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil and it will initially be a 
year-long pilot scheme to 
see how successful it is. 

Some councillors were 
concerned that the service 
would drive people out of 
Newmarket to go to Cam¬ 
bridge or Bury instead - but 
others said that many would 
be brought into the town 
too. 

Cllr John Berry said: “This 
is going to be on a one-year 
basis and they will know at 
the end of that year if it’s 
worth doing. 

“This is a thing people feel 
strongly about. 

“I think £1,000 would be 
well spent if it shows that 
the town council is keen to 
support it.”

supported in Newmarket. 

Mike Nicholas, whose 
mother worked in the ticket 
office of the original Doric 
cinema, still has a pro¬ 
gramme from the cinema’s 
first day of opening in 1937 
and supported its return. 

He said: “I went to the 
Doric when I was young and 
then later my wife and I used 
to go there together. 

“Now when we see films 
being released we have to 
go to Cambridge or Bury St 
Edmunds to see them but it 
would be nice to have them 
in the town. 

“I think it would be nice if 
it was restored to a cinema.” 

Mr Rippington showed 
proposals to local MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock who, as the 
News has previously report¬ 
ed, has pledged to bring a 
cinema to Newmarket in the 


next five years. 

Mr Hancock was inter¬ 
ested in the proposals, but 
would not comment on 
whether he would support 
the idea of the De Niro’s 
building as a potential site. 

He said: “It’s about time 
Newmarket got a new cin¬ 
ema. I think it’s important 
to consider all options for 
its potential location so I 
will consult widely on 
all possible sites for 
the cinema.” 

Mr Rippington 
and Mr Goodman’s 
proposals sug¬ 
gest that when the 
screen is not being 
used to show films, 
they could use it as 
classrooms, host con¬ 
ferences, and even use the 
site on race days to screen 
the races. 

The proposals also give 
space for a soft play area 
and two rooftop deck areas 



which could be installed at 
the top of the buildings for 
bar facilities. 

But Mr Rippington ac¬ 
cepts the proposals may not 
pan out for this building. 

His report adds: “Although 
this proposal has concen¬ 
trated on promoting the 
venue of the former Doric 
Cinema, it’s clearly the over¬ 
all concept that needs 
to be addressed for 
Newmarket. 

“With this in 
mind if this venue 
does not become 
available then 
other locations 
must be consid¬ 
ered and the scope 
of entertainment op¬ 
tions to be offered can 
then be tailored...” 

The Murfet Group, who 
own the De Niro’s building, 
did not wish to comment 
when the News contacted 
them yesterday.

How grandparents’ wartime love story 
inspired Chloe’s underwear exhibition

A FASHION student has designed a linge¬ 
rie collection inspired by her grandpar¬ 
ents’ wartime love letters. 

Chloe Bampton, 21, from Dullingham, 
came up with the idea for her underwear 
range Forget Me Not after reading love let¬ 
ters her grandparents Dennis and Kath¬ 
leen Algar exchanged during the Second 
World War. 

The couple married just weeks before 
Dennis, who was a private in the 1st Bat¬ 
talion Cambridgeshire Regiment, was sent 
to fight in the Far East. 

Within months, his regiment was cap¬ 
tured by the fapanese and he was held 
prisoner for nearly four years, communi¬ 
cating only by letter. 

Chloe, a third-year fashion design stu¬ 
dent at Nottingham Trent University, said: 
“The letters are so romantic. When you 
read through them you imagine yourself 
in a different way of life completely. 

“We’ve lost touch with the era of hand 
letter writing and courting and I wanted to 
design lingerie which provided an alterna¬ 
tive to the modern day shock element.” 

When Dennis was freed he returned to 
Dullingham, where the couple had three 
children and six grandchildren. 

Their letters were stored in a big trunk, 
which the family still have today, and Den¬ 
nis wrote a book about his experiences 
called East Anglia to the Far East. 

Chloe added: “Over the summer, just be¬ 
fore I started this project I was reading my 


grandad’s book for the first time. 

“I was amazed by the story and reading 
through seeing all these different things 
and I thought surely I must be able to do 
something with this. 

“I began writing down snippets of the 
letters and seeing what inspiration I could 
take from it and I’ve kept a few letters to 
keep in the collection.” 

Alongside snippets of the letters, Chloe 
also took inspiration for her lingerie collec¬ 
tion from the stamps of the letters on the 
envelopes her grandparents exchanged. 

She also featured straps which cross 
over to reference the railway tracks be¬ 
tween Burma and Thailand which her 
grandfather helped build while he was 
held captive. 

Chloe also looked at fapanese style dress 
to incorporate that into her designs. 

Her grandparents died in their 80s, but 
Chloe thinks they would have been very 
proud of her work. 

“There has been lots of positive feed¬ 
back from my family and people who have 
seen it,” Chloe said. 

The Forget Me Not collection, which 
took almost a year to create, is now on 
public display at the university’s degree 
show until fune 6. 

Gilly Staples, course leader at Not¬ 
tingham Trent, said: “Chloe has taken 
the heart-warming, personal story of her 
grandparents and used it to reimagine the 
way we see lingerie today. 

“She has combined traditional japa- 
nese dress and the themes of war to create 
something unique and romantic.”

Teen stopped 
woman falling 
to her death 


A TEENAGER who risked his 
life to stop a woman jump¬ 
ing from a bridge in Red 
Lodge onto the A11 below is 
being recognised this even¬ 
ing with a bravery award. 

Thomas Fleet, now 20, of 
West Row, spotted a woman 
standing on a tiny ledge on a 
bridge in Red Lodge on the 
evening of January 3 in 2013. 

The engineer, who at the 
time was just 18, reversed 
back up the slip road and 
leapt from his car to try and 
help the woman. 

Thomas said: “I was driv¬ 
ing out of Red Lodge with 
my girlfriend and saw a girl 
walking over the rounda¬ 
bout. I thought that was 
strange because there’s no¬ 
where to go. I kept my eye 
on her and as I got halfway 
down the slip road onto the 
A11,1 saw her climb over. 

“I put my car straight into 
reverse and jumped out and 
tried to talk to her to come 
back over. I tried to speak to

her like she was my friend to 
calm her down.” 

Despite his efforts, the 
woman didn’t respond at all, 
and instead leaned forward 
towards the road 30ft below. 

“I ran up to her at that 
point and put my arms 
around her and leaned back 
with all my weight,” Thomas 
said. “It was just instinct. 
She was struggling and I re¬ 
member looking down at 
the road. Her body weight 
would have pulled me over 
as well, and it was going 
through my mind what she 
would hit. I was scared.” 

As Thomas held on to her, 
his girlfriend, Peggy, desper¬ 
ately tried to flag down traf¬ 
fic to call the police. 

The pair estimated about 
25 cars drove past before 
a young woman finally 
stopped and called 999. 


Thomas said: “The police 
came and saw what kind of 
trouble we were in... there 
were two police officers and 
they got one either side and 
grabbed her arms. We man¬ 
aged to get her over.” 

Suffolk Police presented 
Thomas with a community 
award and he is due to re¬ 
ceive a Royal Humane Soci¬ 
ety Award for an act of brav¬ 
ery in the saving of human 
life. 

Thomas added: “I think 
I did what 90 per cent of 
people would have done. I 
never thought anything of it 
because it’s a natural thing 
to do. 

“At the time everyone was 
saying how I could have died 
and it didn’t really sink in 
until afterwards. I just want¬ 
ed to try to ensure the safety 
of her and other people. 

“I knew if I had let go and 
she jumped I would have to 
live with that and I couldn’t 
do that.”

If they fail to take reasonable and 
appropriate steps to avoid potential 
incidents they could be sued.

New system needed 

THE issue of proportional 
representation is being discussed by 
the nation again. Quite rightly. 

On Monday Margaret Beckett 
said various things on the subject 
which are untenable, perhaps her 
most surprising assertion being 
that the electoral system we have 
gives power to the majority. That is 
manifestly untrue. The government 
could well be formed by a party 
which gets the most seats but does 
not get the majority of the votes. 
Clearly she believes in power for the 
parties, not power for the people. 

So I opt to disregard what she says. 
The alternative vote system which 
the electorate recently rejected 
probably was sensibly rejected. 

But simply because we voters 
were given the chance to accept 
something which, as indeed it 
proved to be, we did not want, 
does not mean we do not want 
a system which is appropriate to 
modern times. 

The fundamental change should be 
to have more regard to the strength 
of public support for each of the 
political parties. In perhaps the 
best system I have heard of, this 
means there should be a threshold 
which in itself gives the right to 
proportional representation. 

The parties which get a certain 
proportion of the votes and 
thereby meet the threshold should 
be entitled to a proportionate 
number of representatives in 
Parliament. That threshold should 
be high enough to avert chaos from 
there being too many parties in 
Parliament. 

The occasional electoral success 
by an independent or different 
party should be upheld and the 
rest of the Parliamentary seats 
distributed proportionately, the 
parties themselves choosing 
their representatives from their 
parliamentary candidates. 

I like that proposal. In my opinion 
the crucial issue would be the 
threshold. Achieving 8%-10%of 
voters' support must surely entitle a 
party to proper and proportionate 
representation. One might argue for 
a threshold as low as 5%. 

Not a perfect system, but what good 
argument is there not to apply it?

and a dietitian when they are 
needed. 

He said: “This new clinic will 
bring our allergy service closer to 
home and make it easier for peo¬ 
ple to access. 

“We will carry out specialist as¬ 
sessments and skin prick testing 
before offering any treatment our 
patients may need. 

“As such, we hope this new 
clinic will be well-used by fami¬ 
lies living in the Newmarket area 
who will no longer have to travel 
to Bury for specialist help and 
treatment.” 

It is hoped the clinic will help 
people who are suffering with al¬ 
lergies or asthma or eczema, but 


would also give advice and edu¬ 
cate patients in how to manage 
the conditions. 

Dr Lakshman added: “Allergies 
are very common in children, 
with one in ten affected by asth¬ 
ma, one in five suffering with ec¬ 
zema and one in 20 having a food 
allergy. 

“Another key element will be 
educating young patients and 
their parents, which is especially 
important with conditions such 
as eczema, which many people 
are not sure how to manage.”

WHEN Tortilla the cat was found 
paralysed and in intense pain over 
Easter weekend, her owners, Sue and 
Paul, feared the worst. 

Up until the previous evening, she 
had been her “normal, active self”, 
but now Tortilla had lost the use of 
her back legs and tail. 

Sue Sewell rushed her to their local 
vets in Hull - and were quickly told 
a neurologist was needed, which 
meant a fraught three-hour drive to 
the Animal Health Trust in Kennett. 

The tortoiseshell cat was found to 
have a problem with her spinal cord 
segments, and an MRI showed that 
she had an extensive swelling and 
abnormal brightness of the spinal 
cord which could suggest a blood 
clot, causing a spinal stroke. 

But thanks to the AHT, Tortilla is 
walking again. 

Anita Shea, a neurologist at the 
AHT, was in charge of Tortilla’s care 
and after ordering an MRI scan and 
discovering the blood clot, medi¬ 
cation and physiotherapy was pre¬ 
scribed. 

Anita said: “Although Tortilla 
wasn’t the greatest fan of the physio¬ 
therapy exercises, she was extremely 
tolerant and allowed us to perform 
them. 

“Through a combination of the 
medications, the physiotherapy, her 
body’s natural healing ability and her 
own determination, two days after 
her diagnosis, Tortilla showed great 
improvement and was able to use 
the litter tray. 

“The following day she was able to 
walk short distances without assi¬ 
stance.” 

Anita added: “Five days after her 
injury Tortilla was able to go home, 
not yet walking normally but making 
daily improvements.”

Thanks to the quick action of the 
AHT, Tortilla went home, continuing 
physiotherapy three to four times a 
day and taking medication. 

Now, she is almost recovered. 

Tortilla’s owner, Sue, said: “It 
wasn’t easy keeping on top of Tortil¬ 
la’s medication schedule and physio, 
which was definitely a two-man job, 
but my husband and I managed to 
get the hang of the exercises and be¬ 
came pros at getting Tortilla to take 


the pills. 

“She wasn’t a fan of any of it, es¬ 
pecially the cage rest, but the dif¬ 
ference in her now has made it all 
worthwhile. 

“She is doing absolutely wonder¬ 
fully and runs up and down the stairs 
with no trouble. 

“Only the last three inches of her 
tail is a little bit limp but she is living 
a normal life, which I wouldn’t have 
believed possible.”

Cyber crime 
unit launched 
by police 

POLICE launched a new unit tar¬ 
geting cyber crime on Monday. 

The unit, based in Halesworth, 
will investigate all crimes made 
possible by computers and net¬ 
worked technology, from online 
fraud to child pornography and 
human trafficking. 

Suffolk Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore said: 
“This growing technological 
menace is a scourge in our society 
so I am delighted to support this 
extra investment in a dedicated 
cyber-crime unit for the county. 

“The pattern of crime is chang¬ 
ing in Suffolk and one of the big¬ 
gest changes is in cyber and inter¬ 
net crime. 

“It has the potential to be a 
significant problem for our local 
communities and our businesses 
and I want to be sure that we do 
all we can to make sure Suffolk is 
ahead of the game.” 

The unit is a joint initiative be¬ 
tween Norfolk and Suffolk Con¬ 
stabularies. They have released 
a series of videos warning about 
the dangers of online fraud to co¬ 
incide with the launch. 

The films are called #TooGood- 
ToBeTrue, and feature different 
fraud scenarios including invest¬ 
ment fraud, lottery fraud and on¬ 
line shopping fraud.

touching hearts, changing lives 
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Man guilty of 
wounding his 
housemate 


A MAN who admitted unlawfully and 
maliciously wounding his housemate in 
Soham is due to be sentenced. 

At Cambridge Crown Court, Nerijus 
Slajus was cleared of intending to cause 
Miroslaw Zajchowski serious injury on 
January 1 last year. 

The trial of Slajus, of Market Street, So¬ 
ham, was due to start onWednesday-but 
the prosecution accepted his guilty plea 
to unlawful wounding and dropped the 
more serious charge of wounding with 
intent - which he had previously denied. 

Slajus inflicted grievous bodily harm 
on Mr Zajchowski on New Year’s Day 
when they were both living in a shared 
house in Soham High Street. 

Benedict Peers, prosecuting, told the 
court that the Lithuanian national had 
admitted unlawful wounding on July 14 
last year at the city’s crown court. 

The crown decided to take the charge 
of section 18 wounding to trial, but that 
decision was reversed on Wednesday.

Charles Falk, mitigating, said Slajus had 
“never been in trouble before” - except an 
excess alcohol matter in 2011. 

On the 10-month wait since the guilty 
plea, he added: “The delay is a relevant 
factor of mitigation in his case.” 

Mr Falk asked for a report from the pro¬ 
bation service to look into the defend¬ 
ant’s background. 

Recorder Richard Gordon QC called 
the behaviour of the 30-year-old on the 
night of the offence “uncharacteristic”. 

He told Slajus: “I am going to order a 
pre-sentence report in your case which 
should deal with all sentencing options. 

“But I am principally concerned to un¬ 
derstand why you behaved on that night 
in the way that you did.” 

Slajus was released on conditional bail 
until sentencing in about three weeks 
time.

Co-op runs pop-up while store is revamped 


A SUPERMARKET which 
has closed its doors while it 
undergoes a refurbishment has 
found a temporary solution.

lenge and our two fantastic 
charities. 

“There’s a long way to go 
but I’ll be walking with a 
spring in my step knowing 
that we are well and truly on 
our way to raising a remark¬ 
able amount of money for 
these charities which I care 
about profoundly.” 


Richard is currently on a 
walk from Fontwell Race¬ 
course, in West Sussex to 
Brighton Racecourse. 

The final leg will bring him 
back to the Rowley Mile in 
Newmarket next April. 

Money raised in Walking 
the Courses will help Racing 
Welfare in providing their 
services offered to people in 
need, charity chairman foey 
Newton said. 

He added: “We are ab¬ 
solutely thrilled that the 
people of racing have come 
together and given their 
support to this phenomenal 
challenge.

Thinking about Buy to Let? 


Key advice 
for buy to let 
investors 



W ith a combination of factors 

including the recent changes to 
pension rules, allowing the over-55s to 
‘free up’ some money for investment, 
the buoyant housing market and 
the strong demand for rental 
accommodation in our area, smart 
investors are increasingly 
looking to property 

Specifically, the buy to let option is increasing 
in popularity. So what are the main dos and 
don’ts, for those looking to embark on a buy 
to let, and become landlords for the first 
time? Here are a few key areas to consider: 

Research the market - Before you do 
anything else, work out where the demand 
lies. What kind of property will not only 
work best for you, but best meet the demands 
of the rental market in your area? 

Pick your area - Map out the area(s) where 
you want to locate your rental property or 
properties. Do regular internet searches 
on the major property websites, and let 
all of your local estate agents know your 
parameters. 

Work out the figures - Consider the finances 
very carefully. Take into account likely capital 
growth as well as the rental income you are 
likely to achieve, and compare these with 
likely expenditure on day-to-day costs 
(agent fees, maintenance, safety checks etc). 
Make sure you plan for possible gaps 
in tenancies. 


Find the right mortgage - If you’ve done 
your sums, then you can start looking for the 
mortgage. Buy to let mortages assess income 
(rent) in relation to the mortgage repayment, 
and look for at least 125 per cent. So, for 
example, if your mortgage repayment is 
going to work out at £600 a month, you will 
need to be earning at least £750 each month 
in rental. When you get a mortgage valuation 
survey, the surveyor will verify the rental 
value of your property 

Find the right tenant - Different types of 
rental property will be suitable for different 
tenants. Again, this depends on your market 
research. In the area where you are looking, 
is the demand for student accommodation? 
Bedsits? Family homes? Consider whether 
you want to let your property with the 
assistance of an agent (for a fee) or do 
it yourself. There are advantages and 
disadvantages to both approaches - an agent 
can source tenants for you and deal with 
day to day issues, but you would have to pay 
them a fee which will reduce your income. 

Your responsibilities as a landlord -

Native rolls back 
years to be a King 



VETERAN sprinter Kingsgate Native showed the 
young guns the way home in the 888sport Achilles 
Stakes at Haydock. 

It is remarkably almost eight years since the 
gelding clinched Group One glory in the Nunthorpe 
at York as a juvenile, but he has seemingly lost none 
of his appetite for the game. 

Turned out just a week after failing to get the splits 
in the Temple Stakes over the course and distance, 
Six Mile Bottom trainer Robert Cowell’s 10-year-old 
enjoyed a better passage this time and galloped all 
the way to the line for a fairly emphatic victory by a 
length- and- a- quarter. 

Out Do beat Speed Hawk to the runner-up spot. 

Jockey Graham Lee said: “This is why we do the job 
- when you meet guys like this fella. He just wants to 
please. It’s great, and for a 10-year-old he has so much 
enthusiasm.” 

Matthew Sigsworth, bloodstock manager for 
owners Cheveley Park Stud, said of the 11-1 winner: 
“It’s an incredible achievement for a 10-year-old to 
be doing what he’s been doing for so many years. 

“He was luckless in the Temple, but he always 
goes well at Haydock if things go right for him and 
we’re delighted. 

“I think it’s unlikely he’ll go to Royal Ascot, I think 
that’s a step too far. 

“He’ll probably have a break now and we’ll see 
what there is for him later in the year.” 

Adaay and Limato look set for a fascinating fourth 
clash at Royal Ascot after the former gained revenge 
on his old rival in the 888sport Sandy Lane Stakes. 

Even-money favourite Limato, who was defending 
a five-race unbeaten record, was the first to show his 
hand, with Lee producing the market leader on the 
far side of the track entering the final furlong. 

However, with the patient tactics that saw him 
strike gold at Newbury a fortnight earlier once again 


employed, Adaay came with a well-timed challenge 
down the centre under Paul Hanagan and was good 
value for the win. 

Adaay was cut to 7-1 from 16-1 by Paddy Power 
for the inaugural Commonwealth Cup at the Royal 
meeting on June 19, with Limato still favoured at 
7-2 (from 9-4) despite his first reverse. 

Trainer William Haggas said: “He won well. I’m 


really pleased. 

“Limato beat him first time out, but our horses 
have been coming on for the run. He will now go for 
the Commonwealth Cup at Ascot.” 

His wife Maureen said: “We’re thrilled with him. 
He’s run a great race. 

“Whether we handled the ground better than Li¬ 
mato, who knows? I think they’re two very good horses. 


Stars can align for Haggas in Derby 


WILLIAM Haggas believes Storm The 
Stars has the requisite stamina to handle 
the mile-and-a-half of the Investec 
Derby at Epsom on Saturday. 

Runner-up to Hans Holbein in the 
Chester Vase on May 7, the Sea The 
Stars colt then produced a smart display 
to take the Cocked Hat Stakes at 
Goodwood. 

“He won his trial at Goodwood and 
before that I think he was unlucky when 
second to Hans Holbein (at Chester), 
who looks like being Aidan O'Brien's 
best chance," Haggas told the Times. 

"He is probably not quite ready 
mentally for the Derby, but I can't use that 
as an excuse and my instinct is to run. 

"If he was a doubtful stayer there 
would be no point, but there won't be a 
big field and he could run well." 


On what was a good weekend for 
Haggas, Muthmir got the better of Catcall 
to take top honours in a thrilling Prix du 
Gros-Chene at Chantilly on Sunday. 

Maureen Haggas, the winning 
trainer's wife, said: "He will run the 
King's Stand at Royal Ascot now." 

Meanwhile, Frankie Dettori remains 
wary of Aidan O'Brien's Investec Derby 
contenders despite the absence of dual 
Classic winner Gleneagles at Epsom. 

O'Brien has won the last three 
renewals of the Classic with Camelot, 
Ruler Of The World and Australia 
but does not appear to have a strong 
contender this time around with English 


and Irish Guineas winner Gleneagles 
taken out of the race on Monday. 

Hans Holbein and Kilimanjaro won 
their respective trials at Chester and 
Lingfield, but Giovanni Canaletto is 
likely to go off a shorter price than those 
two despite being beaten on his return 
to action at the Curragh. 

Dettori partners favourite Golden 
Horn for John Gosden and he respects 
the chances of not only the O'Brien 
runners but also stablemate Jack Hobbs, 
who he rode to finish second in the 
Dante behind his Derby mount. 

"He (Golden Horn) is favourite, we 
know what he's made of," said Dettori. 


"The same question keeps coming 
up. Will he stay? My gut feeling says 
yes, so it's fingers crossed now as his 
preparation has gone well. 

"I'm scared of Jack Hobbs, the horse 
has improved since the Dante and he 
stays well." 

Of the O'Brien trio, Dettori added: 
"Their forte is that they are all good 
stayers so I'm sure they are going to make 
a race of it. 

"The Chester Vase winner (Hans 
Holbein) looked a good stayer. You can 
never dismiss Aidan O'Brien, he's a 
master and whatever he runs you have 
to respect."

RICHARD Hughes is 
ready to roll should he 
pick up the ride aboard 
leading Investec Oaks 
contender Crystal 
Zvezda. 

The three-times 
champion jockey 
partnered the Sir 
Michael Stoute-trained 
filly in a piece of work 
for the first time on the 
Limekilns in Newmarket 
on Saturday morning.

She 
gave me a lovely feeling 
on Saturday morning 
and really moved well. 

"She was very 
impressive at Newbury, 
but she may not be 
quite as streetwise as 
some of the others as 
she has not really been 
seen in a battle, so that 
is a bit of an unknown." 
■ John Gosden will 
dropjellicle Ball down 
in trip after hinting the 
Sandringham Handicap 
at Royal Ascot could be 
her next target. 

The trainer believes 
the three-year-old failed 
to see out the mile-and- 
a-quarter trip in the 
Listed Height of Fashion 
Stakes at Goodwood 
earlier this month. 

Gosden is now 
leaning towards 
dropping the first-time- 
out Kempton maiden 
winner, who beat just 
one horse home in 
the 1000 Guineas, 
back down to a mile 
to contest the Listed 
handicap on June 17.
